"FIRE FLAMES" 

BY CHIEF HEASLEY 


Sierra Madreans are well 
aware of the dry season we are 
now entering. To Fire Fighters, 
this season of the year is a 
dread. Just a slight error or a 
little carelessness can be 
cause for much fire loss. It is 
the time of year that the grow¬ 
th of early spring (that looked 
so pretty) i.4 now the dangerous 
fire hazard that can spread 
fury throughout the country. 
Folks are urged to be cautious 
of the danger and to be alert. 
The men of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment are making every effort 
to repeat the records of past 
years with low fire losses. »To 
those who enter the mountains, 
we ask that the rules of the 
woods be adopted and observ¬ 
ed. Here at home, we have our 
own problems to prevent fire. 
We must not be careless 
enough to light an outdoor fire 
without being certain that the 
conditions are proper. When the 
wind is blowing a gale, is NOT 
the time to light an open fire; 
When there is an accumulation 
of dry weeds or trash near an 
incinerator or an open fire, it 
should be removed. Some 
things must be burned to get 
rid of them. If you are in doubt, 
call on the men of the fire de¬ 
partment to advise you. It is a 
great benefit to all of us to 
hold on to that low fire loss
